She went over to the spot and was 
horrified to find the young 
woman 
lying there, with her clothing dishev- 
eled and her features badly bruised.

MINERS TO MEET DECEMBER 14 


^Conv«ntlon Will Formulate Demandt 
to Be Presented to Ope^tors. 
Shaniokln, Pa., Sept lO .-^resident 
John Mitchell, of the 
United Mine 
Workers of America, announced that 
the convention of the mine workers of 
tho three anthracite districts a t which 
demands will be formulated to be pre­ 
sented to the anthracite coal com­ 
panies next spring, will he held here 
on December 14. The mine workers of 
the three districts will shortly elect 
delegates to represent them at the 
meeting. The decision to hold a con- 
yention to formulate demands is aimi- 
l a r to the action taken before the 
great strike of 1902, when a conven­ 
tion was held here to draw up de­ 
mands. The award of the anthracite 
coal strike fcommissioti will expire on 
March 31 next year. President Mitchell 
has been in the anthracite region for 
the last two months, holding ijieetlngs 
every day, for the purpose of strength­ 
ening the union. After 'the 1902 strike 
there was a considerable falling off in 
membership. As a result of the cam­ 
paign the miners* leader Is waging 
many of those who dropped out of the 
organization are returning. 
Among the demands that the con* 
vention will probably formulate are 
aa eight-hour workday for all classeB 
of mine workers, recognition of the 
union and a yearly agreement with 
the coal companies similar to the one 
existing in some of the bituminous 
coal fields of the middle w est

Girard, a driver, charging him with 
Ih^ munliT. 
Coroner G'Grorman said: 
*‘We have traced the ^movements of 
Gifard up to llie time bt the murder 
and to within 200 feet of the place. 
We have also traced tho movements 
of the girl up to 8.30 o’clock on Wed­ 
nesday night, when %he boarded a 
Throggs Neck car. The two undoubt­ 
edly met. The man*s clothing has been 
found, and 
consist of overalls and 
juniper. 
These 
are 
smeared 
with 
blood.*’ 
Miss PfeiffeY had been somewhat ex­ 
pensively dressed, but wheii tho body 
Vas found the dress was torn into 
«hreds. 
Th^re was every indication 
that she had made a most desperate 
struggle 
before she was overcome. 
After she succumbed rings were torn 
i>ff her 
fins^ei’s and the 
body was 
d^ragged 
from the spot where the 
crime wa's committed to a consider­ 
able distance and concealed in a tan- 
g’le of briars.

The body was found hy Mrs. A. Ti. 
B'lack. She 'had been visiting friends 
and passed along the road on her way 
home. 
As she neared the shed she 
was attracted by the red ribbon on a 
yellow straw hat lying on the grass. 
She went over to the spot and was 
horrified to find the young 
womaii 
lying tbere, with her clothing dishev­ 
eled and her features badly bruised. 
Mrs. Black raft screaming along until 
she met a bicycle policeman and told 
him her story. He immediately notified 
Captain Riyfeind, and the machinery 
of the police was set iti motion. 
One of the victim’s shoes was found 
ahoui 12 feet from the body, and the 
white sole of the uncovered foot w^as 
soiled by mud, showing the body had 
heeii dHP»gged for some distance be­

abandoned by the mur­ 
derers. 
Miss Pfeiffer was Veil known and

Clerk in Mfirlne Hospital Servlee Un­ 
der Arrest.

INTEREST IN FAST ELEC­ 
TRIC TRACTION WANES. 


The Matter of Expense is What 
Prevents the Running of Trains at 
a Speed of 120 Miles an Hour. 


At present the very high speed elec­ 
tric railway is little hoard of in Eng­ 
land, and even in Germany, where the 
Berlin-Zossen experiments showed that, 
given a straight,, W'oll-laid and well- 
balanced track, a speed of 120 miles an 
hour was possible and safe, it has 
rather dropped out of imminent prob­ 
ability. The question seems at present 
principally one of expense. Very heavy 
cars are required foi* any speed over 
eighty miles an hour; no curve can be 
taken without slackening of speed If it 
has a radius of less than a mile; and a 
car containing, say, sixt^' people, would 
with Its necessary transformers and 
motors require 2000 horse-power to 
urge it at a rate of 120 miles an hour. 
The curves are the principal difficulty; 
so that in order to run trains at these 
speeds it will be necessary to construct 
new railway lines. 
At present public interest in Germany 
is concentrated on the possibility of 
high-speed electric traction between 
Berlin and Hamburg, which, if a new 
straight line were built, would be 155 
miles distant by rail. During the dis­ 
cussion of the high-speed experimental 
line Messrs. Siemens and Halske pro­ 
posed a single-track electric line at a 
cost of 
17,500,000, on which trains 
would run the whole distance either 
way, with a stop half way, in five 
minutes under two hours.

GLOVE 
PRUNING. 


A good deal of tlmo and energy may 
be saved both on tho part of tree and 
grower by rubbing off tho young, ten- 
der growth witli a gloved hanil. which 
is commonly called "glove pruning/' 
Every young treo should bo visited at 
this time, both in orchard and nursery, 
and tho surplus sprouts removed. It is 
also a good plan to examine the old 
trees and lake off tho water sprouts 
while small. 
This work should bo 
looked after several times during tho 
gix)wlng season. Dormant buds, where 
budding was done last season, should 
also have attention now; tho stock 
should imve been out off above the bud 
and care should bo taken that all 
sprouts are rubbed off hut the one 
coming from the bud Avhlch was in- 
serted. 
Top grafts should 
also 
bo 
looked after. When grafts have made 
a growth of from four to six inches 
tho string should be cut, and in cases 
where the growth promises to bo ex- 
ceptionally vigorous it is advisable to 
pincii out tho top, as otherwise It is 
liable to get broken off by winds or l\v 
birds alighting on them. Gi'afts should 
be gone over three times each season 
in order to bo sure tliat suckers do not 
get a start and rob the scions.—Cor.

It takes a 
year for columbines to flower unless 
the seeds are soviti in tht^ summer as 
soon as ripe, in which case the plants 
will flower the next spring.

nials.

box fulFof smoke arrange two bottles, 
one filled with strong ammonia and the 
other with hydrochloric acid, and sup- 
port them on asbestos so that they can 
be heated from below by an alcohol 
lamp. 
The corks of the bottles will 
have to have either rubber or bent 
glass tubes fitted in them, the other 
ends of the tubes entering the box 
by means of two small holes. 


When you heat the bottles with the 
lamp the fumes will rise through the 
tubes and enter the box, where they 
will mix and form 
a 
dense 
white 
smoke. 
Having filled the box in this 
way the bottles need not bo h^eated 
a^aiu until the smoke becomes thin.

GLOVE PRUNING. 
A good deal of time and energy may 
be saved both on tho part of tree and 
grower by rubbing off tho young, ten­ 
der growth wiUi a gloved hand, ^vhich 
is commonly called “glove pruning.’* 
Every young tree should be visited at 
this time, both in orchard and nursery, 
and tho surplus sprouts removed. It is 
also a good plan to examine the old 
trees and lake off tho w ater sprouts 
while small. 
This work should bo 
looked after several times during tho 
gix)wing season. Dormant buds, whero 
budding was done last season, should 
also have attention now; tho stock 
should have been cut off above the bud 
and care should bo taken that all 
sprouts are rubbed off but the ono 
coming from the bud which was in­ 
serted. 
Top grafts should 
also 
be 
looked after. 
When grafts have made 
a growth of from four to six inches 
the string should be cut, and in cases 
where the growth promises lo bo ex­ 
ceptionally vigorous it is advisable to 
pinch out the top, as otherwise it is 
liable to get broken off by winds or by 
birds aliijhting on them. Grafts should 
be gone over three times each season 
In order to be sure that suckers do not 
got a start and rob the scions.—Cor.

The corks of the bottles will 
have to have either rubber or bent 
glass tubes fitted in them, the other 
ends of the tubes entering the box 
by means of two small holes. 
When you heat the bottles with the 
lamp the fumes will rise through the 
tubes and enter the box, where they 
will mix and form 
a 
dense 
white 
smoke. 
Having filled the box in this 
way the bottles need not be Seated 
il^aiu until the smuke becomes thin.

pound of American cheesc, grated. ^lix 
thoroughly and moisten 'svith a table* 
spoonful of vinecrar. 
Spread botwoftn

CHEAP COOKIES. 
( ream half a cup ol butter or short­ 
ening with one cup of sugar. 
Stir in 
half a 
cup of sour milk iu which a 
third of a teaspoonful of soda has been 
dissolved. 
Spice tho mixture to suit 
tho taste, and sift in enough flour to 
make the batter rather stilt, Eoll the 
dough out on a floured board until it is 
of wafer-like thinness. Cut It out with 
a largo biscuit cutter into cookies or 
wafej-s and bake until brown and crisp. 
These ‘‘egoless’ sugar cookies can be 
flavored 'with lemon or nuts or choco- 
la.to instead of the spices. The school 
children will appreciate them in their 
luncheon baskets. 


JELLIED APPLES. 
A rich and attractive compote of ap­ 
ples is made of firm, tart apples baked 
In tho oven and served Avith a flavoring 
sauce. 
To make it, peel, core and 
quarter the apples and put them in a 
porcelain-lined dish, with just enough 
water to prevent their burning. About 
a cupful will bo required for a quart 
of apples. 
Add about a cup of sugar 
and the yellow rind of half a lemon 
cut into bits, being careful to cut away 
all white inner skin. Cover the apples 
with a china plate and let them cook 
for about an hour. 
When the apples 
.•ire nearly 
transparent, 
thoroughly 
done, but not broken, take them out 
carefully and put them into the dish 
!n which they are to be served. Cool a 
little of the juice, and if it is not a 
jolly, boil it down to one. Let the com­ 
pote stand for twenty-four hours in 
order that the jelly around the apples 
may become thoroughly set. It is per­ 
fect served with ice cream.

To clean brass kettles scour with 
vinegar aud salt. 
A cup of chopped celery added to al­ 
most any stuiiing for fowls will im­ 
prove it. 
A piece of charcoal put into the pot 
with boiling onions will absorb most of 
the odor. 
When traveling it is well to be pro­ 
vided with a bottle of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia. 
Plunge your bread-knife into hot 
water before attemptnig to cut warm 
bread or cake. 
Tired feet should bo well bathed in 
v»'arm Avnter, to which a little sea salt 
has been added. 
If you add a grain of salt to cream 
it will whip more readily and the taste 
is in no way affected. 
Candles burn better and more slowly 
if they have been stored in a dry place 
rAx or seven weeks before using.
